There are no people in this Dominion who 
have such an impatience of taxation as the 
inhabitants of Prince Edward Island. Willi 
the exception of the two •towns, Clini lou. 
town and .Summersiile, they have hitln'i lo 
been almost entirely free Iroin hie.il la\a- 
tiou. The (.io.-ermiieiil that trie I to estab- 
lish a system of local aa.sessmeut Was speed- 
ily driven from power, and the Government 
which succeeded it has been forced into all 
sorts of shifts to avoid the imposition of di- 
re .-t taxes. The monies that were col- 
lected from the piii eli.is..|s nf lands 
were used as ordinary revenue 
and the Provincial Government on 
various pleas obtained relief from 
Ottawa. These resources appear now to be 
nearly, if not quite, exhausted. The Pro-

Uiii Ton, like Decatur, was an 
Dfliciir in the United States navy. lie 
had been su8])eude4 from service foi five 
years before tlio war of 1212-14, becauao 
his -liip, iliii ( 'h. : :i|icaU(>, uiiiireiiavcil, 
1 ■ ui- li'.l h\ il,,' 1 ;i itish slii]) Loopani. 
The of cowarilicu naturally colored 

hialifeaiid reflectodall bis acts. He went 
nliioail, a broken man, andbeinf? in Eng- 
land when till' war broke out, was neecs- 
tniiily cii'taiiu il (hn'in;^ its contiiiuaiice. 
(Jn Ill's n l urn lie aiiplied for aelive H(!r- 
vi>i- ioiil a hhi[>. flib ap|jliualiuli UiOt 
witli n sistaiico; bo wan Uoispised by bis 
fellow olficers, and Itis absence from the 
country during her*Gour of need was se- 
verely coniniented upon. GobhIi) bcciiuio 
busy, and it, was rrporlcd to Barron that 
Decatur was the foreiuost of his persecu- 
tors. Then there began a long corre- 
spondence between the two. IMutual 
friends widened the breach, and at last 
Barron. Htnng to luadness at flio imputa- 
tion of ciiw .aniico everywhere thrust 
ujioii liini, cliallengcd Decatur. 

No man of lii.s time wan more skilled 
in the use of a weapon than Decatur; no 
man more of an adept in dueling. It 
had been to him a pastime from his 
school days up. He unhesitatingly ac- 
cejited liarron'.s cballengo, and with fas- 
tidious niceiu'.'is pro]iared hirf worhily 
affair.s. He wrote his will, ki.ssed bis 
sleeping wif(> good-by, and rodo out on 
the raw, chilly morning of March 22, 
1820, to seek bis death at the accursed 
spot of BhuU'iislmrg. Great personages 
were they, who stood in that narrow 
gully at the meeting. The American 
navy was well represented. CJreat de- 
corum pre\ ailed in the choice of corners 
and the measure of distance. The two 
principals, haughty, dignified, self pos- 
sessed ever, uliserved in silence the ar- 
raiiL,'i"nieiits inadi' for the dealli of one, 
and till- ipiction must have suggested it- 
self. Which? 

All being iii readiness, the principals 
were placed back to back; their orders 
were to turn at the word "Present," and 
not to fire before the word "One," nor 
after the word "Three." Eight paces 
diManl from eiudi Other, they swung 
around at the word "Present," each saw 
the face of the other, the rising sun and 
the barren landscape; one for the last 
time. l)ut wbiidi? 

v\t tlie cry "Oiu'l"' each took deadly 
aim; to miss lire mc iiit dt.'ath. 

"Two." Both iiistols wi're discharged 
simultaneously and botli men fell. Both 
men were wounded in the hip; the ball 
whicli struck Decatur glanced upward, 
severing the blood vessels in the abdo- 
men. His lime had cume. Both men 
were liustli.'d from tlie lield; Barron 
away from ilio city and chance prosecu- 
tion, Decatur back to bis elegant home. 
He lingered far into the night and died 
in great a'jrmiy. 'I'ho affair created in- 
tense excitenient all over the country. 
"A cursed shauiel" said the few opposed 
to murder disguised under the name of 
the duel. "Unfortunate in its results!" 
oxclaimed the many advocatingthecodo. 
ISarroii siiU'eri'd froM his wimuds for 
m.nny months and liiially died in IS.")!, 
havimj; ^rained nothing in lif(> that clung 
to his name with the tenacity of liis rep- 
utation as the slayer of Decatur. — Gene 
Eiley in New York Star.
